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FOREWORD 


REALLY notable collection of Chinese ceramics like the present 

one always lends an air of certainty to those easy syntheses by which 

we convince ourselves of the essential continuity of Chinese form. 
Actually one ought to remind oneself that it is infinitely complex in its attitudes. 
This complexity lies in the mystical and contemplative origins of the art of the 
Middle Kingdom, contrasted, for example, with the vigorous theological and 
political activism inspiring so much of Western art. This contemplation con- 
sidered earnestly not only the sources but the products of its creative activity, 
and there arose, among other eftects, the cult of the single object [compare 
the Japanese institution of the tokonoma] on which alone attention and 
admiration were to be lavished, until the owner replaced it by another work 
Oleart: 

That is why it is so difficult to look properly at a whole Chinese collection, 
when one is conscious that each piece was made to be considered in a certain 
degree of isolation from its peers. Yet in spite of that, we are left in no doubt, 
by the Chinese themselves, of the astonishingly unbroken tradition of their 
form, whether by the landscape painters of the Ming dynasty, setting up as a 
canon the very brush-strokes of the great Sung artists, or by the Imperial 
craftsmen of Yung Chéng and Ch’ien-lung working in jade shapes derived 
from the galbes of ritual bronzes a millenium before. Ancestor-worship and 
the authority of the family have reinforced this tradition into a religious tenet. 

The Whitridge collection is amazingly complete in its repertory of types, 
from the pottery of the neolithic age and the Chou dynasty, to the enameled 
eighteenth century wares and even the rococo porcelaine laquée burgautée of 
the period of the European Influences. Not only is it the finest group of por- 
celains to appear at auction in the last seven years, it is also by far the com- 
pletest statement of the achievements of the Chinese ceramists offered in 
nearly two decades. 

The great majority of the porcelains contained in the present catalogue 
were shown at a special Chinese Loan Exhibition at the Baltimore Museum 
of Art from June to October, 1930, the catalogue for which was written by 
Mr Ralph M. Chait. Mr Chait’s scholarly work has left me little if anything 
to add, and the Chinese portion of the present catalogue must be regarded as 
hardly more than an abstract of his detailed account of the collection. I have 
ventured to differ from him only in a small number of attributions, mostly of 
minor works.
